Pilotless Plane Penetrates 
Envelope of Atomic Fire 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. W—The Atomic Energy 
Commission staged the ninth blast of its current 
test series Tuesday and a pilotless Navy plane 
made the first successful flight into the turbulent 
thermal envelope surrounding a nuclear fire­ 
ball. 
The test, “jinxed” by four postponements be­ 
cause of excessive radiation 
and 
unfavorable 
weather, appeared to rank with the most power­ 
ful atomic explosions ever set off on Yucca Flat, 
65 miles northwest of here. 
Its brilliant flash momentarily blinded ob­ 
servers at the 9,000-foot level on Mt. Charleston, 
3.5 miles aw'ay. 


A single engined, propeller-driven Navy Sky- 
raider guided by radio and radar flew without 
mishap through the flaming curtain of atomic 
fire and was landed a short time later at nearby 
Indian Springs Air Base. 
A similar pilotless plane .sent into the thermal 
envelope of a nuclear blast three w’eeks ago was 
torn apart and sent crashing to the ground. 
Twelve B-50 bombers flew over the proving 
ground at the time of the explosion as part of 
the Air Force pre-indoctrination program. 
No 
military maneuver was held on the ground, but 
1,000 Armed Forces personnel were stationed in 
trenches just over two miles from the blast.
